Bome China correspondence which has re-
cemtly been ipsned, while it shows that there
are f:wn gides to the ||Ilf"~'1inlr-u which have
been diseussed in Parlinment, on the whole
fully justifies Lard Clarendon’s stringent in-
structions, A genersl monotony, including
wuch variety of detail, characterizes the nu-
merous quarrels between the inhabitants of
the country and their unweleome guests.
When a merchant or n missionary has con.
tracted for the purchase of premises, 1t
somoetimes happens that, with or withont the
connivance of the vendor and the local antho-
rities, n mob prevents .1|1" ll"ll'l‘huﬂfl'".' from
taking possession of his property, Ocea
..-k,m,ﬂ"- goods belonging  to English
owners arn  stopped in transit, not-
withatanding the production of all
proper documents or a trader
passing near o village is pelted or assaulted by
natives who are as hostile to strangers as if
they Hved in the midland connties, The con-
-'tl.jr' apent on the spat ab onee :ulu!.Tn th
cause of hisg cunnrymen; aud if a g‘lh}lunl 15
within reach ha requests the aid of the officer
in command, who is only too happy to find
exercisze for the energies of himself and hiy
crew, Al the outset it wonld seem that the
Chinese are for the most part in tho wrong;
but if the eorrespondence necmrately repre-
sents the state of alfairs, there is no founda-
tion for the charges which have heen made
agninst the npper classes.  The gentry or lite.
rary praduates, who wers lately denouneed
in Parlinment, have had little or nothing to
do with the outrmges which have furnishad an
excuge for vetalintion. In the only instance
in which one of their }41-.1}' haul |I1hli_!_: ed
a riot, (ho enlprt, when he wis arrcsted in
compliance with the demands of the Viee.
Consnal, was found to he n half-witted man of
reventy, who wis, even in Ll -llrit.i.oll of his
ACOTIRETR, sepreely a proper object of punish-
ment. The officers of the Government,
although they may probubly not bie disinelined
Lo gereen delimquents, almost alwiys reply to
the reclamations of the Consnls with cour-
teons professions and promises; but expe-
rience shows that both the mandarins and the
populetion are the most deferential when o
zealous lientenant, with a Viee.Consnl at his
back, has taken a fort, or fired a few volleys
of musketry smmong an waned  yvillage rablble,
A petition from the inhabitants of a plwe
l'ul'I-'d Tang-tun, which had
punished  with lawless saverity  for
some irregnlarity of the kind, is touching
in the helplessness which it indieates I'he
\'!“'.IE.:I'I'v‘-n‘\ that “‘on the =th of month
L0 T l.‘]li‘nll't'ﬂ, sgeing your _[""":IT l"l'lliﬂ"\' 1
war-boats passing, wore aanel frightened,
and, running away, excited our
people to attack them: for which the great
armny has entered our village and punished us.
We repent our fault fully, and, prostrating
ourselves, ‘n-g nndeserved that marey may be
shown us, and promise that, men and women,
wo will one and all live peneeably and _gnietly
for eoming generations under your favor.
Trusting that the great Consnl will hear our
prayers, ete.”  In this case, which is the worst
recorded in the correspondence, Commodore
Oliver Jones, actingapparently underthe orders
of SBir H. Keppel, the commmander-in-chief, had
burnt part of a village, and almost destroyed
o town of TOOO inhabitants, in conseqnence of
some shots which had bheen fired on the hoats
of the gnnboat Cockehafer.  Admiral Keppel
will lli'l‘lmp*i Lereafter be able to explain a
seeming breach of faith with the Vieeroy,
who had undertuken himself to panish the
uffenders, receiving the promine of the Adiud-
ral to abstain from independent nction, Tt is
due to the Consnl, Mr. Robertson, to record
his open disapprobation of Commaodore Jones'
unfortunate exploit.

In the vast empire of China there are wide
differences of character and civilization.
Some of the collisions reported in the corres-
pondence oceurred in  the island of Formosa,
where an aboriginal population under Chinese
rulers is atill 5o deficient in vefinement as to
practise canmibalism. It i8 not snrprising
that in snch a conntry missionaries should be
exposed to inconvenience; and the religions
difficulty is aggravated by quarrels between
English merchants and Chinese traders who
formerly possessed n monopoly of the staple
commodity of camphor, In consequence of
wvarious grievances for which no redress conld
be obtained, Mr, Gibson, the Acting Consul,
induneed Lientenant Gurdon to seize a town
and a fort as a secnrity for the conecession
of a string of demands. The opera-
tion was effected with landable skill and
courage; but it is satisfactory to find that the
civil and military officers have boen gharply
reprimanded, and that Lord Clarendon had
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both removed My, Gilgon from his post, and |

instructed the Enghsh ambassador to ex-
press his regret to the Chinese Government,
Sir H. Keppel had previonsly directed the re-
turn of o large sum of money which huad bean
exaoted from the local authorities, but in
other respeets he approved of Lientenant
Gurdon's conduct. It is perhaps desirable
that pugnacity shonld be tolerated in sailors
but the naval commander-in-chief has shown,
on more than one oveasion, an imperfect ap-
prehension of the rights which belong even
to the Chineso., ‘The English Government,
in eoncluding the tredty of Tiontsin, insisted
on the residence of an envoy at the Court of
Pekin, for the express purpose of avoiding
the necessity of collision with the provineial
asuthorities. It was thought expedient, as
woll as just, to snpport the Imperial Govern-
ment by recognizing its paramount right and
duty of enforcing order. Whon consuls nnd
naval officers take the law into their own
hands, they furnish the Chinese Government
with unanswerable gronnds of complaint, Tt
is probably tmo that loecal action secuves
speadier redress, and Sir Rutherford Aleock
expatiotes in nn elnborate despateh on the
difficulty of applying Buropean rules of con.
duet to dealings with a nution which noknow-
lt!d.gml n different standard of laws and morals:
yet, on the whole, it s impossible to jnstify
h.)'!ilﬁulrllit' violation of the trenty. The l‘;llg'
lish Envoy, though he hesitates belween
two inconsistent lines of policy, has the
merit of having strongly condemned the
acts of Mr, Gibson and Lientenant
Gurdon. Prince Kung addressed do him an
indignant protest, concluding with the intima-
tion that he might hereafter be indueed to
apply direetly, through the Chinese Ambas-
sador, to the English Government. As Sir
Rutherford Alcock remarks, *‘they are evi.
dently making progress in their diplematic
aducation;” and he admits that, if the Minis-
ter on the spot will not do the Chiness Gov-
ernment justioe, ‘‘they are perfectly entitled
to refer the matter in guestion direct by their
own mission to the Home Government, asnd
to notify to other Clourts the steps taken;"
‘t-t, inthis argumentative despatoh to Liord

tanley, Bir H. Alcock expresses a doubt
whether the method of settling difficulties by
local action is not preferable, The plan of
direct application to the Central Government
is;, he says, ‘‘more consonant with trgaty rela.
g“mwnn intexnational law, but it is also more

maging to the Emperor's power to govern
the J:.iiuulfw, and more gostly to the foreigy

f hoat wus present, for the purpose of
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power  resorting " According o
hig  statement, the Imperial Governmen’
% almost always unwilling or unable Lo cor-
root distant abuses; and be contends that the
loeal suthorities must be taught to respect
tresty obligations for their own sake, if they
care nothing for treaties or for the orders of
their own Government.” ‘‘Expeorience,” he
adds, “leads infallibly to the conclusion that,
whera treaties have beon imposed by force on
an unwilling government, as all with China,
they oan only be upheld by similar means.”
1t is proper to state that Sir Rutherford Al
cock condemns in the strongest langnage the
netion of consuls and naval. officers without
the direet orders of the Minister. FLord
Clarendon has expressed his readiness to ex-
tend the powers of the Minister, if he re-
quires additional [neilities for restraining his
gnbordinates; mtl it eannot be doubted that
the Admiral will be cantioned against the too
rendy indulgence of his professional instincta.

In diplomatie docoram and dignity the chief
stntesmen of China stand on a Enropean leval.
In his interview with 8ir H, Keppel, the Vice-
roy of Canton bore himself like a polished
gentleman, while th policy which he an
nouneed was equally prudent and vigorous,
He hiad, he said, already ordered 4000 troops
to march against the village which had fired
on the man-of-war's hoats, and he trusted that
the operation would have the happiest effect.
In auswer to gome apologetio langnage of Sir
H. Keppel, he remniked that ofticers would
gometimes make mistakes, and that he had
found it so with hisx own. **On taking leave
the Vieeroy renewed in the most impressive
manner his expressions of estesm and regard
for Sir H. Koppel, and trosted that on his
next visit to Canton his Excelleney would do
him the honor  of dining with
hite."  On the following mofning the Vioce-
roy sent his eard, with his favewell wishes, to
the Admiral. It was in the course of the same
day that Commodore Jones attacked the vil.
lages, in obedience to orders which had per-
baps been issned before the interview, 1t is
pbenrd and impossible to treat courtly mag-
nates, who argne with the closeness of accom-
plished lawyers, as irvesponsible barbarians;
but the laxity of Chinese administration, and
l‘f‘]hl.l"\ the Intent dislike towards fnh'igut’r‘\_
will probably lend 1o the practical adoption
of Sir Ruatherford Alcock’s policy, For the
pregent the experiment of exclusive reliance
on the Imperial Government onght to be
fully tried: and, if it 18 NeCessary
to recur to occasional local pressure,
all the treaty powers should, if
posiible, be induced to adopt one common
motle of action, 'T'here is, perhaps, no part
of the world in whicli the represontatives of
the great cavilized miuch

which might be withdrawn from any one of
the trading commmn wonld be immedi-
ately refused to all foreigners. In the
civilized parts of the cmpire it is consolatory
to observe that Protestant and Roman Catho-
lic missionaries are eqnally linble to persecu.
tion, The relations between Furope and
China  will  ultimwtely be  determined
rather by or convenience than
by deliberate policy. It has apparently not
vet ocenrred to any Chinese diplomatist to
demand satisfaotion for the ill treatment of
the Fmperor's subjects in Anstralia or Cali-
fornin. A bondrodth part of the injustice
which lns been inflicted on harmless and
useful Chinese gold diggers wonld, if it had
been perpetrated at the expense of English or
Ameriean truders in China, have been long
Rinee avenged with the ma or irresintibile pan-
boats,
